Facing the Facts 


Sidney Hillman has won a clear-cut victory in his first open battle 
with John L. Lewis. The battle took place at Rochester during the con- 
vention of the New York state CIO industrial council. When the smoke 
cleared, Hillman’s forces held the fort while the Lewis boys could be only 
dimly seen, rapidly retreating to the left. 

Just to get the facts straight from an impartial source, let us quote 
from the New York Times of September 22: 

“John L. Lewis, national president of the CIO, took his stand with the 
left wing, anti-Roosevelt faction in the state CIO here today. Through

|Allan S. Heywood, national director of organization for the CIO, Mr. 


Lewis directed a bolt from the annual convention of the state industrial 
union council by thirteen left-wing unions, after the amalgamated cloth- 
ing workers and other anti-communist unions had won control of the 
convention and introduced a resolution calling for a third term for Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, which was later adopted. Both wings held separate 
meetings tonight, each claiming to act officially for the CIO.” 

PM, the New York tabloid, described the battle of Rochester as fol- 
lows: 

“In this corner, John L. Lewis, 

“In this corner, Sidney Hillman. 

“The outcome of that battle was a split in the state council, the largest 
CIO body in the country. The question many persons are asking is, what 
will Hillman’s amalgamated clothing workers do now?” 

WHERE IS HILLMAN GOING? 
The writer of this article goes on to speculate. He says Hillman may 


pull out of the CIO and seek to return to the American Federation of 
4 


Labor. He says Hillman may just pull out of the CIO and remain inde- 
pendent. On the other hand, he suggests it may be possible that Hillman 
may remain in the CIO and continue to battle for control with Lewis. 

Not only the amalgamated clothing workers are affected. Allied with 
that union is the CIO textile workers’ union, or what remains of it. Also 
in the Hillman group is part of the united retail and wholesale em- 
ployes, a New York union. Some of its delegates remained with the Hill- 
man faction and the rest bolted with the Lewis group. 

We find the entire picture very interesting and quite as we predicted 
some time ago when we pointed to the inevitability of a showdown fight 
between Lewis and Hillman. 

The New York state CIO convention fully confirms our charge that 
Lewis is continuing to play the game of the communist party. All of the 
unions that bolted the convention on Lewis’ advice are communist con- 
trolled. The amalgamated spokesmen estimated that they represented 
only one-fourth of the CIO membership in New York. Nevertheless, 


Lewis is on their side * 
WHERE IS LEWIS GOING? 
Why? 


First, because Lewis is unremitting in his hatred of Roosevelt and the 
Hillman group were equally determined to indorse the third-term cam- 
paign. 

Second, because the Hillman group are bitterly anti-communist and, 
in fact, adopted a resolution after the bolt condemning communism, 
nazism and fascism by name. 

Third, because Lewis is resolved to maintain his one-man dictatorship 
over CIO policies even if it means the secession of Hillman and the 
unions sympathetic to his side. 

The whole story of the CIO convention in New York should be an 
object lesson to all trade unionists. Riots and disorder were the rule. 
One session had to be called off entirely because of communist demon- 
strations. Attempts were made by both sides to “pack” the convention 
with delegates of their own choice. Neither faction was willing to sub- 
mit its case to a fair test and abide by the result. When the Hillman 
group demonstrated it was stronger, the communist group bolted rather 
than submit to the will of the majority. 

All of this is strikingly reminiscent of the way the CIO was formed 
in the first place. Rather than submit to the will of the majority in the 
American Federation of Labor, Lewis and his group bolted from the 1935 
A. F. of L. convention and set up thé CIO. Now we find him bolting 
from the CIO. 

We must touch on one other point. Among the communist-controlled 
unions which participated in the bolt from the New York CIO conven- 
tion was the American Newspaper Guild. That is just one of the reasons 
why the bona fide newspapermen in this country have become thor- 
oughly disgusted with the guild and are leaving it in large numbers. The 
most crushing repudiation of the guild that has taken place since the 
formation of the union occurred in Chicago a few days ago at the labor 
board elections in the Herald-American plant. The victory of the A. F. 
of L. unions in that election over the guild heralds a new day for union-

Aircraft, shipbuilding and other 
industries supplying defense needs 
were chiefly responsible for the 
sharp increases. 

Aircraft plants increased employ- 
ment 10 per cent between July and 
August, bringing the working force 
140’ per cent above last August. 
Payrolls rose 14 per cent from July 
to August and were 157 per cent 
higher than a year ago. 


Average weekly hours in Califor- 
nia factories rose to 40.8 during 
August, the highest since collec- 
tion of statistics of working time 
was started in 1937. This reflects 
increased overtime in a number of 
industries as well as seasonal ac- 
tivity in canning. 

Weekly earnings in manufactur- 
ing averaged $29.92 during August, 
1940, compared with $29.12 in July 
and $28.69 in August, 1939. Average 
hourly earnings amounted to 73.4c 
in August, 1940, a decline from the 
July average of 77.5c but an in- 
crease Over the average of 70.6c for 
August a year ago. 

Shipyards employed 90 per cent 
more wage earners than a year ago 
and paid them 108 per cent more 
wages. 

The metals and metal products 
industries, as a group, reported an 
average increase of 16% per cent 
in employment and 15 per cent in 
payrolls, as compared with August 
a year ago, Outstanding employ- 
ment gains in this group were re- 
corded by machinery and machine 
tool plants—41 per cent; and struc- 
tural and ornamental metal plants 

42 per cent, with proportionate 
increases in payrolls. 

The lumber industry was more 
active than a year ago, as was the 
meat packing industry. 

Seasonal gains in employment 
and payrolls were reported by fruit 
and vegetable canneries, sugar re- 
fineries and clothing manufactur- 
ing plants. 

Non-Manufacturing Industries 

Non-manufacturing industries in 
California lagged during August. 
Crude petroleum producers em- 
ployed 7.7 per cent fewer workers 
and reduced payrolls 6% per cent. 
Motion picture studios reported a 
decline of 11.4 per cent in the num- 
| ber of wage earners and a drop of 
close to 7 per cent in payrolls. 
Laundry, cleaning and dyeing 
plants remained approximately un- 
changed. 

The one bright spot in the non- 
|manufacturing category was the 
steam railroad shop group, which 
reported 11 per cent more workers 
jand 13% per cent higher payrolls 
than a year ago. 

Shipbuilding Increases 

San Francisco shipbuilding plants 
reported unprecedented increases 
of 230 per cent in pay rolls and 175 
(per cent in employment during Au- 
|gust, as compared with the same

Manufacturing industries as a 
whole in San Francisco increased 
working forces 7.3 per cent from 
July to August, bringing the em- 
ployment level 6 per cent over Au- 
gust, 1939.

Grain Processors’ Council 
Makes Application for 
International Charter 


Meyer L. Lewis, president of the 
American Federation of Grain 


Processors’ Council, will appear be- 
fore the executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor in 
Washington, D. C., next week to 
make formal application for an in- 
ternational charter for the grain 
processors. 


Granting of this charter will cul- 
minate the forming of a country- 
wide powerful organization through 
the medium of federal unions char- 
tered directly from the American 
Federation of Labor. 


Lewis was instrumental in form- 
ing the American Federation of 
Grain Processors’ Council. The 
council is the result of the bringing 
together for coordinated effort all 
the federal chartered unions oper- 
ating in the grain and flour indus- 
try. The council has reached such 
proportions through its program of 
organization and co-operation that 
it is ready for an international 
charter of its own. 


It is customary, upon the turning 
over of a federal council to an in- 
ternational, that the council presi- 
dent automatically becomes the 
general president of the interna- 
tional. This will probably not be 
the case with the grain processors, 
inasmuch as Lewis is of the opinion 
that some union member coming 
up from the ranks and working di- 
rectly in the field, should be given 
this office. 


It is understood that the applica- 
tion for an international charter 
will be favorably considered by the 
A. F. of L. executive council and 
the charter will be granted within 
the next 30 days.

Central Labor Council of Alameda County Asks That You

Use of Insurance Company Doctors as 
Impartial Medical Examiners Scored 


The legal department of the Cali- 
fornia State Federation of Labor 
took direct issue last week with the 
state industrial accident commis- 
sion over the commission’s practice 
of referring injured workers to in- 
surance company doctors for exam- 
ination. The federation objected to 
the use of such doctors as impar- 
tial medical examiners. 


In a letter to the commission con- 
cerning the case of an injured union 
carpenter from Oakland, named 
Pallister, the federation’s legal de- 
partment informed the state indus- 
trial accident commission that it 
had instructed Pallister to ignore 
the commission’s order for him to 
report to an insurance company 
doctor for examination. 


“Tt is a matter of common knowl- 
edge,” the letter said, “that the doc- 
tor in question receives a large part 
of his income from insurance com- 
panies.... 

“We feel, under the circum- 
stances, that this doctor should not 
be appointed as an impartial medi- 
cal examiner in this case or in any 
other case. We feel that even 
though he is not consciously preju- 
diced against an injured worker 
and in favor of an employer, or in- 
surance carrier, his position would 
unconsciously prejudice him and 
affect any opinion he might render 
as to the right of the injured 
worker to collect an award of com- 
pensation.”

A total of 115 criminal prosecu- 
tions were started against labor 
law violators during the month re- 
sulting in jail sentences and fines 
in most instances. Last August 80 
criminal prosecutions were started.

In connection with defense housing, as with the general slum | 
clearance program, the United States housing authority and! 
union labor have demonstrated again the benefits to be derived | 
from harmonious labor relations. Co-operating to speed up the | 
economical construction of necessary housing for national de- 
fense workers, building trades unions are reported as agreeing | 
to work double shifts at straight time wages on all such projects 


financed by the USHA. This arrangement serves the important 
purpose of cutting construction time in half without substantially 
increasing costs. It is based on resolution adopted by local 
unions which provide that they will furnish double shifts at pre- 
vailing wage rates on an eight-hour day, forty-hour week basis.

labor's eleventh district, and to 
Jimmie Quinn, who completely 
overwhelmed his opponents in be- 
ing elected as delegate from Cali- 
fornia to the coming A. F. of L. 
convention in New Orleans,
